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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of the subject application in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 and 38-68 remain pending. Claims 45-52 have been amended for clarity and 
without acquiescing to the Examiner's rejections. 

A terminal disclaimer with respect to U. S. Patent No. 6,691,158 is concurrently filed 
herewith to overcome the Examiner's double patenting rejection. 

The rejection of claims 45-52 under 35 U.S.C. 101 is believed moot in view of the 
foregoing amendments and withdrawal is in order. 

The rejection of claims 61-68 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter is hereby traversed. The Examiner is directed to the attached copy of a portion of 
the Examination Guidelines For Computer-Related Inventions, Example: Automated 
Manufacturing Plant published by the USPTO on March 28, 1996; specifically, Claim 13 and 
pages 37-39 and page 4 of the claim analysis of said document. In accordance with the attached 
document and analysis, claims 61-68 define a statutory article of manufacture and the rejection 
should be withdrawn. 

Wesinger, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent 5,778,367) fails to anticipate claims 1, 38, 39, 45-47, 53- 
55, and 61-63 as Wesinger fails to include all elements of claim 1, either directly or inherently. 
Wesinger describes an automated on-line information service and directory; however, Wesinger 
fails to disclose the subject matter of claim 1 including among other things at least the step of 
"allowing the modification of temporary location information by the user in a plurality of fields 
and storing said temporary location information." 

The Examiner has previously admitted, in connection with the prosecution of the 
immediate parent application (Application Serial No. 09/507,043), that Wesinger "fails to 
disclose allowing the entry of temporary location information by the user into a [] plurality fields 
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and storing said temporary location information." Office Action mailed July 9, 2003 at page 4, 
lines 1-2. Also, see the Office Action mailed December 13, 2002 at page 4, lines 14-16, in 
connection with the immediate parent application prosecution in which the Examiner stated that, 
" Wesinger further does not disclose allowing the entry of temporary location information by the 
user into a second plurality of fields and storing said temporary location information." In the 
present Office Action, the Examiner has failed to provide a rationale for asserting that Wesinger 
now discloses what it previously did not. Applicants fail to discern a rationale for finding a 
disclosure of the claimed subject matter in Wesinger as now asserted by the Examiner. 

Further, the Examiner is referred to page 12, lines 7-26 of the instant specification for a 
description of an embodiment of the temporary location information as claimed in claim 1. 
Further, the Examiner is referred to the live, functioning embodiment accessible on the Internet 
at https://ecardfile.com/id/randyn. The "where am i?" hyperlink button at the bottom of the 
displayed window refers to a page for displaying user-entered temporary location information 
according to an embodiment of the present invention. In contrast, Wesinger at Figure 2P 
presents a screen for input of user contact information which is not temporary in nature. 

For either of the above reasons, claims 1, 38, 39, 45-47, 53-55, and 61-63 are patentable 
over Wesinger and the rejection should be withdrawn. 

Claims 40-44, 48-52, 56-60, and 64-68 are patentable over Wesinger in view of Elsey et al. 
(U.S. Patent 6,870,921) for at least the reasons advanced above with respect to the Wesinger 
reference. 

Further, in view of Applicants' previously submitted declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 
filed on June 26, 2003 in the immediate parent application (Application Serial No. 09/507,043), 
the Elsey reference should be removed and rejections based thereon should be withdrawn. 
Applicants previously submitted Declarations and Exhibits proving a data of actual reduction to 
practice prior to the reference date of September 16, 1999 of the then-applied Daswani reference. 
At page 8 of the Office Action mailed July 9, 2003 in connection with the immediate parent 
application, the Examiner found the Declaration sufficient to overcome the reference. 
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Accordingly, claims 40-44, 48-52, 56-60, and 64-68 are patentable over Wesinger in view of 
Elsey and the rejection should be withdrawn. 

All objections and rejections having been addressed, it is respectfully submitted that the 
present application should be in condition for allowance and a Notice to that effect is earnestly
